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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-18, 20-24, 26-28, 30-31, and 33-54 are in the application. Claims 3, 19, 
25, 29, and 32 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5, 10, 16, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the above listed claims, the recitation that the opening is a "rotation-restricting" 
opening is indefinite for it does not define the structure that makes the opening 
restrictive. From the recitation it is not clear what and how the opening restricts rotation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-9, 18, 20, 21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kobas. 

Kobas discloses an arm that floats in water. The arm has a surface that is configured to 
contact a watercraft hull. The arm has a length and a passageway 18 that is not centered 
along the length. Since the arm can be mounted on different locations on the hull, the 
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passageway would, under some conditions be parallel to the longitudinal axis of the 
watercraft. 

6. Claims 6, 1 1 , 18, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Williamson. 

Williamson discloses an arm that floats on water and has a surface that is configured to 
contact a watercraft hull. The arm is configured to be pivotally coupled to a watercraft 
docking structure and includes a passageway 6 that is substantially perpendicular to the 
longitudinal axis of the arm. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 12-15, 17, 24, 26-28, 30-31, 33-54 are allowed.
